town . 
A stron g plea by two or three of the 
men presen t prev en ted an order that 
con demn ation proceedin gs be begu n at 
on ce again st Warfield & Wilson for 
liossessioii of the lot. 
The men who hav e worked so hard 
to hav e this m atter adju sted properly 
an d amicably an d in the in torest of 
good feelin g hav e become v ery mu ch 
discou raged by the lailu rc to raise the 
fiv e hu n dred dollars amon g the hu n ­ 
dred or more bu sin ess men of Ru sh­ 
v ille. 
There are man y ex cu ses giv en the 
solicitor, the most common on e bein g,

Then , too, those 
parties shou ld remember that this fiv e 
hu n dred dollars does n ot go to help the 
sign ers of the gu aran tee, bu t is the 
differen ce between what they thin k 
they ou ght to pay an d what Warfield 
<fe Wilson deman d an d say is absolu te­ 
ly n ecessary in order to keep their 
factory from su spen din g operation s on 
so large a scale, or mov in g from the 
city . 
This is a plain proposition an d 
the citizen s can well afford to con tri­

Lon don , May 26.—A correspon den t 
at Shimon oseki, Japan , u n der date of 
May 25 , say s that on ly min or opera­ 
tion s are n ow proceedin g on the pen in ­ 
su la of Liao Tu n g, an d that the main 
attack will probably be postpon ed for 
some time. 
At presen t the disposi­ 
tion s of the Japan ese army on the 
pen in su la seem to be as follows: 
The 
first, third an d fou rth div ision s of the 
secon d army hav e already been lan d­ 
ed an d the fifth an d elev en th div ision s 
are n ow on the way . The third army 
will con sist of thé n in th an d thirteen th 
div ision s an d on e brigade of artillery , 
bu t these hav e n ot y et left Japan . 
A correspon den t at the headqu arters 
of the Japan ese first army , u n der date 
of May 23, say s there is n o chan ge in 
the military situ ation . 
The Ru ssian s 
seem to be perfectly con ten t to remain 
on the defen siv e an d are v igorou sly 
stren gthen in g their position , with Liao 
Yan g as the base. 
They are a little 
more activ e, howev er, n ortheast of 
Fen g V an g Chen g, where thé patrols 
of both armies are in tou ch almost 
daily . 
The Stan dard pu blishes a dispatch 
from

Ru ssian 
correspon den t 
in 
whom the paper say s it places great 
con fiden ce, con tain in g most sen sation ­ 
al statemen ts regardin g the alarmin g 
con dition of Ru ssia as a resu lt of the 
war. 
The correspon den t asserts that 
distu rban ces in v ariou s cities hav e 
been followed by wholesale ex ecu tion s 
withou t an y civ il trial. 
It is stated 
that 600 person s hav e been han ged in 
Warsaw alon e, an d that man y others 
hav e been han ged In Cron stadt an d 
Moscow. 
At the latter place the 
troops bu ried eighty coffin s con tain in g 
the bodies of 
those who had been 
han ged. 
The bodies were bu ried se­ 
cretly , in the dead of n ight, presu ma­ 
bly in the woods. 
This correspon den t asserts that the 
war has resu lted in the u tter paraly sis 
of all bu sin ess, an d say s that ev en the 
most sober min ded are drawin g om­ 
in ou s con clu sion s from the sign ifican t 
fact that regimen ts station ed in Eu ro­ 
pean Ru ssia hav e been retain ed in 
their places, an d that on ly reserv es 
hav e been mobilized for the fron t. 
The Stan dard in an editorial say s 
It pu blishes this correspon den t's state­ 
men ts u n der all reserv e, bu t It thin ks 
there are man y In dication s, su ch, for 
in stan ce, as the sin kin g of the battle­ 
ship Orel, that the n ormal disaffection 
of the popu lation of Ru ssia has been 
greatly stimu lated by the war. 


General Kuropatkin Report», 
St. Petersbu rg, 
May 26.—Emperor 
Nicholas has receiv ed the followin g 
telegram from Gen eral Ku ropatkin : 
"There has been n o chan ge in the 
gen eral situ ation in the direction of 
Fen g Wan g Chen g or the Gu lf of Liao 
Tu n g with regard to the position of 
the en emy . It is established that 40,- 
000 Japan ese troops hav e been con cen ­ 
trated at Fen g Wan g Chen g an d that 
there are fou r lin e regimen ts an d fifty 
gu n s at Plan Min . 
The adv an ce of 
small detachmen ts of Japan ese toward 
Siu Yea Pas been observ ed. 
It was 
carried ou t v ery slowly an d with great 
precau tion ." 


The Japanese Advance. 
Liao Yan g Yay , May 26.—Chin ese 
scou ts report that the Japan ese ad­ 
v an ce is failin g oack on Fen g Wan g 
Chen g an d that heav y Japan ese bag­ 
gage already has been dispatched fu r­ 
ther eastward. The Chin ese gov ern ors 
ia the su rrou n din g districts hav e of­ 
fered their serv ices to Gen eral Ku ro­ 
patkin in order to aid him in main tain ­ 
in g tran qu ility In the cou n try .

He d en ied that the 
opposition in this state comes largely 
from in timate frien d s of Sen ator Fair­ 
ban ks who believe that he will be 
n omin ated for vice presid en t an d who 
for that reason are more than u su ally 
in terested in the selection of men to 
man age the campaign . It may be stat­ 
ed that there is n o coi^en su s of opin ­ 
ion amon g In d ian a Repu blican lead ers 
as to who shou ld be chairman , bu t that 
there is a growin g opin ion that Cortel­ 
y ou is n ot the right man .

He coveted the respect an d con fid en ce 
of his fellow-men , n ot for selfish pu r­ 
poses, bu t that he might the better 
serve them. 
"He possessed a keen ly sen sitive n a­ 
tu re. 
He was d eeply tou ched b ^ the 
criticism of his political oppon en ts, 
which for a time was so sharp an d u n ­ 
ju st. 
That criticism which sou ght to 
u n d ermin e the con fid en ce in him of 
his cou n try men an d to Impeach his 
broad hu man itarian sy mpathies an d 
pu rposes left a stin g. He cared n oth 
in g for the criticism of his political 
views.

He was an hon est 
man —hon est in thou ght, in pu rpose, 
an d in d eed ; hon est with the world 
an d hon est with himself. 
He pos­ 
sessed in a remarkable d egree the 
‘gen in g of common sen se.’ 
He was 
resou rcefu l an d had at in stan t com­ 
man d all of his facu lties. 
"He was ten aciou s of his opin ion s, 
thou gh n ot d ogmatic. 
He was read y 
to y ield to a better reason when it was 
mad e man ifest. 
He sou ght u o com­ 
promise with exped ien cy . 
What was 
right was right, an d what was wron g 
was wron g. 
He occu pied n o mid d le 
grou n d . 
"He was the tru sted frien d of the 
late Presid en t McKin ley throu ghou t 
his illu striou s political career. He pos­ 
sessed his u n bou n d ed con fid en ce, a 
con fid en ce which he repaid with u n ­ 
failin g loy alty an d u n measu red d evo­ 
tion . 
"His n ame was frequ en tly men tion ­ 
ed , an d with en tire respect, for still 
fu rther official hon ors than those he 
en joy ed here. The su ggestion n eed ed 
bu t the en cou ragemen t of his assen t 
to make it a formid able reality , bu t he 
was con ten t with th# great d istin ction 
of a seat in this chamber an d d iscou r­ 
aged all effort to make him a can d i­ 
d ate for the most exalted place in the 
govern men t. 
H is Career an Inspiration. 
"His career ad mirably illu strates 
the great possibilities that lie before 
the American y ou th.

He was loath to give u p 
his in tercou rse with his frien d s.

loved them an d he loved the world . 
He had n ot gathered his harvest 
He 
bad n o time to take accou n t of d eath. 
"For man y lon g an d an xiou s d ay s 
his cou n try tn en awaited tid in gs of his 
Illn ess. 
In the altern ation s of hope 
An d fear we watched an d reveren tly 
In voked the All-Mercifu l On e to spare 
ou r frien d to u s an d to his cou n try . 
Bu t his hou r had come, an d ten d erly 
we laid him away by the lakesid e 
which he so mu ch loved an d where he 
sleeps well. 
"Brave spirit, an affection ate fare­ 
well! 
We take u p the bu rd en s y ou 
left u s an d press on . an d in good time, 
in God ’s provid en ce, we shall leave 
them to others. This historic chamber 
has its en tran ces an d Its exits, throu gh 
which the stately procession comes 
an d goes.

by her cond ition when she came to me. 
In say ing this d o not think for a mo­ 
ment that I am in any way preju d iced 
against ocu lists. 
I merely cite ths in­ 
stance. 
"In the cou rse of a y ear I attend to 
the te<d h of scores of people with im­ 
paired v ision, and in ev ery case where 
the teeth are d rawn the sight is soon 
niter either greatly improv ed or entire­ 
ly restored .’’—New York Times.
